No Child Left Behind 





Education is a true vehicle of opportunity. The 
education of Missouri s children is much more than 
the first fiscal priority mandated in the State Consti- 
tution. It is our moral imperative. 


Therefore, the Missouri Republican Party 
SUPPORTS: 


e Efforts to put an immediate end to the 
policy of withholding appropriated funds 
from public schools. 

e Anamendment to the Missouri Constitu- 
tion that recognizes the right of parents to 
determine their children’s education in- 
cluding the options of home schooling and 
educating their children in a faith-based 
school free of burdensome government 
regulations. 

e Regular and systematic objective testing 
within the public school system that ac- 
curately measures student achievement, 


allowing comparisons between one dis- 
trict and another, and between one year’s 
graduates and another, together with pub- 
lication of these results. 

The expanded use of charter schools 
where students are allowed to learn with- 
out the burdensome interference of edu- 
cation bureaucrats from Jefferson City, 
including the ability of outstanding school 
districts to escape burdensome regulations 
by reforming themselves as Charter 
School Districts. 

Efforts at the state and federal levels to 
adopt a fair system that grants parents the 
ability to help their children escape fail- 
ing schools and attend schools of their 
choice by using vouchers, tax credits or 
direct payments. No child should be 
trapped in a failing school. 

Education savings accounts that are tax 
exempt and may be used for meeting edu- 
cation expenses for each individual or 
family member without penalty for with- 
drawal. 

The authority of parents as the primary 
educators of their children in all matters, 
including morality and sexual responsi- 
bility. 

Quick action to address the urban educa- 
tion crisis that has already sacrificed the 
futures of generations of young people. 
Policies that stress the importance of par- 
ents in the education system and allow and 


encourage parents to play an active role 
in their local education system. 

e Reforming the process of selecting the 
State Board of Education to improve ac- 
countability to the people. 

e Rejecting the establishment of school- 
based clinics/health links that dispense 
contraceptives and provide abortion coun- 
seling. 

e Requiring the informed consent of a par- 
ent or guardian before providing health, 
mental health or substance abuse treat- 
ment services to minor students in public 
schools. 

e Empowering local school districts to de- 
termine how best to handle the teaching 
of creationism and the theory of evolu- 
tion. 

e Protecting children in our public schools 
and any public entity where computers and 
the Internet are made readily available 
from pornography on the Internet, with 
local entities choosing the proper filter. 

e Local school boards in their efforts to 
guarantee quality instruction and to re- 
move the rare unfit teacher.

The Fundamental Right to Life 


Civil Rights for all citizens, regardless of race or 
creed and including the fundamental right to life for 
born and unborn children, the aged, the terminally 
ill, and the handicapped should be provided for in 
our laws and in our Constitution. We reaffirm our 
support for a human life amendment to the Constitu- 
tion, and we endorse legislation to make clear that 
the Fourteenth Amendments protections apply to 
unborn children, and encourage those institutions, 
including faith-based initiatives, that take a proactive 
approach in teaching sexual responsibility to our 


young people. 


Therefore, the Missouri Republican Party 
SUPPORTS: 


e Legislation that provides women seeking 
an abortion with information regarding 
alternatives such as adoption, and increas- 
ing tax credits to encourage adoption. 

e Requiring a minor obtain parental notifi- 
cation and consent before obtaining an 
abortion. 

e An immediate end to partial birth abor- 
tions. 

e Laws which would stop taxpayer money 
from being spent on abortion or given to 
organizations which perform abortions or 
make abortion referrals. 

e Legislation that prevents public employ- 
ees from making abortion referrals. 


Efforts to insure that abortion clinics meet 
the same Department of Health standards 
required of comparable surgical facilities 
in the state. 

Legislation overturning Roe vs. Wade and 
the appointing of Federal and State judges 
that respect the sanctity of innocent hu- 
man life. 

Legislation to prohibit “assisted suicide”. 
The continuing opposition to fetal tissue 
research and efforts to eliminate such re- 
search within the state of Missouri. 
Legislation to prohibit all human cloning. 
The compassionate work of individuals 
and organizations that offer alternatives 
to abortions by meeting the physical, emo- 
tional and financial needs of pregnant 
women and those support systems neces- 
sary for legal adoption.

Missourians deserve protection from the concerns 
and fears associated with crime and drugs. Our law 
enforcement officers are putting their lives on the line 
every day to protect us. They need and deserve our 
help. 


Therefore, the Missouri Republican Party 
SUPPORTS: 


e Swift judgment and sure and appropriate pun- 
ishment of those who are guilty, with limits on 
the number of appeals. 

e Compassion for, and restitution to, crime vic- 
tims. 

e Prompt acquittal of the innocent and expung- 
ing of all pertinent records. 

e Compassion and consideration for those who 
have been improperly incarcerated. 

e Capital punishment where called for and ad- 
ministered in a fair and constitutional manner 
with all protection afforded by judicial review 
but without protracted and frivolous appeals. 

e Greater latitude for law enforcement officials 
to use incriminating evidence in the courts.

An act of Congress mandating the supremacy

Making records of violent juvenile offenders 
available to school and local authorities. 
Zero tolerance for illegal drugs and those who 
make, sell and distribute illegal drugs. 
Preserving and interpreting the Bill of Rights, 
including the Second Amendment to the United 
States Constitution, in the manner intended by 
the founding fathers. 

The strict enforcement of existing gun laws but 
not the creation of new and unnecessary gun 
control laws. 

The efforts of Legislators to allow law-abid- 


ing Missourians to carry concealed firearms. 
Efforts to address the special concerns of 
spouses, children, older people and others who 
become victims of abuse. 

Strict and swift prosecution of election fraud. 
Efforts to assure fair and honest elections, 
making sure all legally cast votes are counted 
so that all participants respect the integrity of 
the election. 

Enforcing those limits upon gambling estab- 
lished by the citizens of this state in the Mis- 
souri State Constitution and prohibit the fur- 
ther expansion of gambling within Missouri 
beyond that already authorized in the Consti- 
tution. 

Aggressive enforcement of existing laws re- 
lated to child pornography and adult-oriented 
industries that target Missouri families and 
children, and further development of law en- 
forcement tools to protect Missourians from 
such exploitation. 

Efforts by the Federal Communications Com- 
mission to enhance the enforcement of obscen- 
ity and decency standards on television and 
radio, and to increase the punishments for vio- 
lators. 

Policies that encourage immigration by a man- 
ageable number of immigrants who desire to 
become citizens of this nation and who will 
contribute to the greatness of the United States. 
Full and fair enforcement of immigration law 
with the commitment of those resources nec- 
essary to maintain the security of our national 


borders. 

e Fair and effective efforts to assure that people 
who register to vote in our elections are in- 
deed citizens of the United States lawfully en- 
titled to cast a ballot.
